. CHINA’S. FATE 
aN BALANCE - 


Tientsin, Noy. 26.—-Tientsin this morning pre- 
sents a desultory and melancholy appearance with 
the streets virtually deserted except for Chinese 
soldiers wandering about . aimlessly or perhaps 
aiming to find warm shelter. 

- This depressing picture followed a day-long 
movement yesterday extending deep into the night 
of baggage being packed into crates,.cases and trunks 
belonging to over 400 foreigners who are evacuating 


North China before the Haiho River eopece and the 
gathering war clouds break. 


Accommodation for 350 persons was available. 
aboard an American LST sailing this morning for, Shang- 
hai and a capacity passenger list went on board last night.. 
Over 100 Britons and Allied nationals will sail on board 
the Jardine’s vessel, Wingsang, in a few days for Hong- 
. kong, and many yesterday moved their crated possessions 
preparatory to cystoms clearance later. today. 


Many others ‘who. are remaining 
through obligations or by conviction 
are also sending prized possessions 
to Hongkong for storage as a pre- 
cautionary measure pending.a clari- 
Qcation of the obscure situation,” 


Theso sad developments—flights |. 
away from the: fires of the civil 
war-—are occurring as the city's 
outer defences, including pill boxes 
ind other strong_ points are being, 
manned with Incréased ‘strength and 
viglance while Government troops 
continue pouring Into the Ticntsin- 
Tangku-Tongshan area. 

This concentration of North 
China's military strength, which will 
be further boosled by the current 
withdrawal from Chinwangtao and 
Shanhaikuan, coupled with the 
urrival of numerous dependants, 
ecem to confirm the Nationalist de- 
termination to hold this region 
along the lines of Talyunn's gallant 
stand.

NATIONALISTS’ PURGE 


This extradrdinary’ state of 
afairs for the second day running 
is connected. with-the declared..in= 
tention of the Government military 
authorities to conduct a purge 
nmong the Nationalist organs In the 
rear. 

It is understood that the military 
action in directed primarily against 
the regional administrator — and 
magistrate of Chinghai, whose local 
Militia Corps’ numbers 3,000 strong.

MAY. SURRENDER KALGAN | 


Indications are that he might even 
give up Kalgan {f£ | necessary. 
Kalgan is the capital of Chahar, 
gateway to Inner Mongolia. Many 
factories there have been moved to 
Tientsin: and dependnants of nu- 
merous nationalist army personnel 
shifted there too. 

The general impression is that Fu 
intends to concentrate his forees in 
a relatively small area where it hog 
a chance of retaining the upper hand 
rather than_garrison distant polnts 
and tet the Reds-reduce them one by 
one.

London, Nov. -25,—Bucking- 
ham Palace today. announced 
that a bulletin on King George's 
condition would be issued on 
Sunday: It will be the first 
formal bulletin published since 
early Tuesday morning . when 
the King’s five physicians snid 
Ahe_.was_suffering— from_an_ob-. 
struction of circulation in tho 
arteries of his leg. 


It was believed the bulletin may 
provide further information on 
which the medical world may 
depend in attempting to find out 
exaclly what the King's condition 5s, 
That it is more serious than. first 
thought Is not disputed, 


The Buckingham Palace announces 
ment about the second bulletin was 
made after the King's physicians 
visited him today. An informant 
close to the Royal Family said the 
King's condition was caused by stand- 
ing long hours in the course of his 
duiles, 


DEFIED WARNINGS 


The informant added: "The King, 
os longas six weeks ago, defied 
doctors’ warnings to keep off his fect, 
It was only after it had been made 
clear to him he might permanently 
injure his health that he reluctantly 
consented to ao postponement of his 
tour to Australia and New Zealand. 

This source sald that the’ King 
could carry out his duties even if 
he had to do so from a wheel chair. 

Since Queen  Victoria’s . time, 
members of the Royal Family have 
been compelled from childhood tu 
stand for hours at a time.—Unitca
